But the old hotel proved the “fire trap” it has bee: 
"long termed and burned like kindling, allowing time fo. 
practically nothing to be taken out of the burning build. 
ings, the first, second and third floor filling rapidly with 
dense smoke or fierce flames. 

From the outset it was very apparent the hotel coul« 
not by any means be saved, and eyery effort was expend 
ed to keep down the fierce flames and confine them a: 
much as possible to the hotel building and the Royal Bank 
Block adjoining. 

Meantime considerable stock was moved from the 
the Gleichen Pharmacy and nearly everything in the 
Royal Bank, as well as great quantities of householc 
effects from the apartment rooms above the bank, also 
most of the stock of Wade’s Shoe Repair Shop in the base- 
ment. 
As the fire for a long time was in the second and 
third stories of the hotel this allowed a lot of time to carry 
the stocks of the adjoining buildings out. Gradually the 
fire eat downward and then a valiant fight was put up to 
stive J. E. James’ poolhall, but after the fighters seemed 
almost to have succeeded it was discovered the fire had 
started under the sheet iron, with which the buildings 
were sheeted from there east to the corner of Fourth ave., 
and it was impossible to tell where the fire was burning 
Yet the boys did not dispair. They tore off great sheets 
from the roof and front only to meet with more a nd more 
smoke— still they continued until the smoke, heat and 
flames forced them to admit defeat. 

Then the stock of Geo, Matthews Ltd. was toyed 
quick'y,it having already been got in good shape by this 
time, although nearly all of his household effects on the 
second floor had been carried to safety sometime before. 
However he lost the piano and considerable dry goods on 
the second floor and other goods in the basement. 

During this time the fire crept steadily westward 
from the hotel, making of the Royal Bank building an 
inferno and finally leaping acrdss to the Commerce and

Naturally by this time the water supply began to 
run low, and it was seen to he useless to attempt to save 
the Commerce or Webster Bros.; yet the water held o

[How the Language 
Is Taught In China 


Missionary Says Difficulties Not Ae 
Great As Generally Supposed 

A young woman missionary who 
has studied Chinese, becoming able in 
a year to talk and to understand quite 
a litfle of the language, declares that 
the diMculties are not nearly as great 
as has been supposed, that people of 
ordinary 


intelligence can learn it 

without undue effort and that it is 
really “lots of fun,” 

“The memory of my first day in 

school Is still fresh in my mind,” 

says Violet Hiughes, Chinese mis- 


sionary of the Episcopal Church ot 
the United States, “though I have 
now completed my year there, New 
missionaries in the distriet of Han- 
kow usually are sent to the Peking 


Language School, and I arrived in 
Peking the night before the school 
opened, very proud of having ac- 


complished the thirty-six-hour journey 
from Hankow alone. I was taken in 
the morning to the’ school by Dea- 
coness Clark, feeling exactly as I must 
have as a little girl by my mother, 

“We entered a large room and sat 
down with about sixty others, all won- 
dering, I suppose, as I was, what was 
going to happen and how they would 
g0 about teaching us the language of 
which we had heard such dreadful 
tales, Whatever ideas we may have 
had about school work were rudely 
shattered by the announcement that 
notebooks were positively for! bidgen ; 
that we must remember what we could 
and let the rest go, Then the firsy 
lesson began, ‘ 

“A Chinese teacher mounted the 
platform and pointed in turn to 
himself, to us and to another teacher, 
slowing declaiming: wo, ni, ta. He 
did this frequently until nearly all of 
us had grasped that the three words 
meant respectively: I, you, he. A 
few, however, we learned later, had 
gathered that wo meant nose, because 
of the Chinese custom of indfeating 
the first person by pointing to the 
nose rather than to the chest. The 
names of a few simple objects such 
as book, paper, pencil, then were in- 
troduced objectively, and before we 


knew it the period had come to an 
end, 
“Quite carly In the term we com 


menced committing to memory, sen 
tence by sentence, a thrilling story of 
an old woman in Shausi whose only 
son was eaten by a tiger, and who, 
according to the district magistrate, 
was awarded the tiger as a means of 
support. The story made in thirty- 
eight instalments extended over sev- 
eral months, so that we were kept in 
that sort of cager antleipation With 
which one reads a serial story in a 
magazine. Just about that time we 
commenced telling stories in class and 
we were surprised to find that we 
could tell nearly any story with yery 
little use of the dictionary. 

“So, gradually, we acquired a yocub- 
ulary and we used what we learned 
from the very first. Little mistakes 
like gravely declaiming In the market 
the phrase for ‘one pencil,’ when we 
meant to ask, ‘how much money?’ or 
telling the laundryman to be careful 
in washing a new dress because if had 
not been baptized, did not daunt us 
and we went about the city practising 
Chinese on every one we met.
